Serious Times. 


The late proclamation of the president 
of the United States, declaring certain of 
our northern frontiers in a state of insur- 
rection, must excite in the breast of every 
American, the most serious emotions. lo 
rebel ag.inst the government—to foment 
insurrections for the purpose of defeating 
the execution of the laws of tne land, are 
amongst the worst offences against civil so- 
ciety thata people can commit. We held 
the same language and opinions, when 
some of the leaders of the democratic 
party fomented an insurrection during the 
federal administration ; and we beheld with 
abhorrence and indignation the promotion 
of a principal ring-leader in that iusurrec- 
tion, to one of the highest offices in the 
executive department, immediately after 
Mr. Jefferson’s elevation to power. Our 
opinion is still the same. If our rulers 
aréaveak or corrupt—-if they betray or op- 
press the people, our constitution affords 
us an easy, quiet and peaceable remedy. 
If they pass unjust or unwise laws, ourclec- 
tions give us the opportunity to redress our 
wrongs. We have aright, and it is our 
duty, to improve this opportunity. A faith- 
ful performance of this duty will always 
prevent the necessity of resorting to more 
Cesperate means. 

But it is true that the inhabitants of our 
frontiers are in a state of insurrection ? Has 
not the president, in his zeal to enforce his 
favorite land-embargo-law, applied too harsh 
an epithet to the conduct of our northern 
fellow-citizens? Has he not unjustly and 
unvenerousiy attempted to stigmatize these 
people, without sufficient cause ‘—-How 
stands the fact?—-The proclamation says, 
‘information has been received that sun- 
“dry persons are combined or combining 
“and confederating together on Luke 
* Champlain and the country thereto adja- 
“cent for the purposes of forming insur- 
* rections against ike authority of the laws 
“of the United States, for opposing the 
“same and obstructing their execution ; 
“and that such combinations are too power- 
* ful to be suppressed by the ordinary course 
“of j jud licial proceedings, or by the pow- 
“ers vested in the marshals, by the laws 
“ of the United States.” 

ous combinations here alluded to, if-we 

re correctly informed, are peaceable asso- 
ciations of a few neighbors, for the purpose 
ve conveying potash. lumber, provisions, 

-to aconvenient market. They assem-

ble, itis said, without arms or other means 
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of defence ; and without menaces of out- 
rage or violence to any one. [But the sim- 
ple act of seeking a market, is a violation 
of that law of our government, which was 
very wisely intended to starve al! the nations 
of the earth into peace and tranquility. 

We cannot but consider this supplemen- 
tary embargoasa wanton and cruel measure, 
peating very oppressively upon our fron- 
tier inhabitants. , We are not PC 
that they feel its’ weight—nor ought w 
perhaps to be surprized that they are con- 
ceriing measures to cvade it. But still we 
view these combinations, magnified by 
proclamation magic into ‘“ insurrections,” 
with extreme regret. If these people 
suffer much, and no person ¢..ndispute the 
fact, still they should endure, rather than 
violate the law. Yet they should not too 
meekly endure. They should seck a 
peaceable constitutional remedy—but they 
should not rebel. They should never suf- 
fer themselves to be deceived by those who 
advise them to endure and endure—sub- 
mit and submit—and still support the very 
men who have brought all this evil upon 
them.

A number of militia have been this day 
detached from this regiment, by order of 
the Governor, to enforce the laws of the 
United States, and quell all combinations 
against the due observance of the same.

and toll, the woods have been reduced ‘to 
‘fields of enhivation, and its inhabitants had 
began to aniicipate more prukperous days ; 

tyat they, with their othermbrethren of said 
‘adjacent, have

crane for some years past, by a free, un- 
iterrupted and hi hie beneficial commer-

ef Cinada.— This inicrdSurse has been pe- 

weagoous, On account of our 
sheat distance from any of the ports and 
ligebors ofthe «Atlantic States. The wa- 
ters of Haake Champlain; have facilitated 
the eg portation of stich articles as we could 
eigy to market; suchas luinber, pot and 
Jd other bulky ar- 


proitubls market; a gréat portion of which 
could net be carried tomhy other place of 
gale; aud those, which Mixht be directed a 
Jitferent course, would Field to the owner 
but avery scanty profit, their value being 
nearly all absorded in the expense of trans- 
poriation. In retura for those articles, 
our mewnorialtists have yenerally reccived 
their salt and some other heavy articles, 
. fad specie. “The specie, after a little cir- 
culailon amonz us, has gencrally found its 
way to some of the Atlantic trading towns, 
and there been laid out for such manufac- 
utres of Europe aad the fadics, as have, by 
long custom antl habit, become almost ne- 
ezssarics. In no other way could this coun- 
try hove been supplied with the necessaries, 
fatich less the convenicncics of life. 

Your memoriatis’s further observe, that, 
When they were mite acquainted wich the 
messice of the Presidetit. recommending 
to Co:gvecs the laying da Embaryo, to pro- 
Vide against the dangers which threatens: 
“our vessels, our seamen and merchandize 
Qpou the 4'gh sas, fromthe bell ycrent 
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powers of Europe.” and with the act of 
Congress of the 22d of Decenber last, pis- 
sed in pursuance of said recommendation, 
they hizhly applaarted the wisdom, justice 
and policy of Conyress in leaving out of 
the provisions of suki act, the mavigation of 
the waters of Leke Champisin and the 
passage to Canadaby land. ‘This being the 
case, and still relying upon the sume wis- 
dom, justice and policy, which dictated that 
measure, the inhabitants of this district did 
notin the least relax in thei’ preparations 
to furnish their usual quantity of exporta- 
ble articles fur Canada market. . Foresce- 
ings, indeed, that they must suffer “in com- 
mon with their fellow citizens of the Uni- 
ted States, by the advanced price of all for- 
eign articles, in consequence of the act of 
the 22d of Dec. (to which inconvenicnce 
they were determined patiently to submit,) 
they doubled their diligence to meet this in- 
convenience, by providing larger remittan- 
ces for Canada, of such ‘articles, however, 
as. were of little value to the proprietor, till 
he had made them valuable by his labor 
and industry, in order to obtain in return, a 
larcer amount of specie, salt and other ne- 
cessaries, which it would be impossible, or 
at least extremely difficult to procure in a- 
ny other way ; and your memorialists are 
confident of not exaggerating when they 
Say, that at the time of the passage of the 
law of the 12th March last, extending the 
provisions of the Embargo to this section of 


the Union, there wasin the article of lum- — 


ber, chiefly Pine, on the banks of the rivers 
and waters of Lake Champlain, destined 
for Canada market, to the amount of four 
hundred thousand -doHars, and a largesia-_ 
mount inpot and pearl ashes, which by the 
prohibitions of the last mentioned act, be-” 
come useless. Itis not only a dead los¢ite 
the owners, but the evils arising to the cofjn- 
try, generally, in not receiving the avails, 
are in¢galculable. It is easy to conceive that 
such a sacrifice must have immediately @x- 
cited an alarm—must have roused all our 
sensibility—our anxieties, and filled us with 


gloomy apprehensions of what must uha- 
voidably follow. 


Your memorialists beg your indulgence, 
while they detail some of the calamitous 
effects resulting tothis part of the unibn, 
from a continuance andrigorous complidtice 
with the embargo act. The country Will 
immediately be drained of all its circulating 
specie. There being no market to which 
our lumber, potashes, and surplus produce 
can be carricd, a sacrifice of the convenien- 
ces, if not necessaries of life, must ensue ; 
all excitement to industry and enterprize 
will cease ; our farms will be neglected ;— 
our waving fields, whitened for the harvest, 
will give place to their native briar and this- 
tle; debtors of every description will be 
pressed for the payment of their debts; de- 
prived of their only resources, and unable 
to pay, the utmost rigor of the law must 
Fotlow 5 husbands and fathers drareed from 
their afflicted wives, weeping over their 
half starved offspring, must take up their 
dwelling ina loathsome prison ; laudable 
ambition and enterprize will be succeeded 
by Gespondency, poverty, jealousy and es- 
pait. In fact, the evils, following one after 
the other, may be conceived, but to be des-

ity. 

_Your memorialists, without giving an o. 
pinion upon the poliey of laying an embar. 
go upon the vessels and merchandise ex. 
posed to the dangers of the high seas; ad. 
mitting both its policy and utility, cannot 
discern the smallest similarity between the 
situation of such vessels and merchandise, 
and the petty boats and rafts on Lake 
Champlain, and the merchandise common. 
ly carried into Canada: nor can they pos- 
sibly divine any reason, which may or can 
be given to justify restriction upon the for. 
mer, as applicable to the latter. Neither 
the vessels, seamen. or merchandise of the 
United States are in danger of any of the 
belligerents of Europe on L..Champlain. No 
unjustifiable interpol. tions on the maritime 
code by England,or blockading decreesof the 
Emperor of the French, could have affected 
the passage of waggons, carts orsleighs ins 
to Canada by land, or boats or rafis by wae 
ter ; whenever we pass the British lines we 
are in ne danger of impressment 4s sol- 
diers, or seamen : our property is not sei- 
zed and condemned, but fairly bartered for 
the only thing needed for the supply of 
our wants. Your memorialists conceive 
there is nothing to fear, but in ease of actu- 
al war with Great Britian—an ‘event, it is 
humbly apprehended, equally to bedepre- 
cated by both countrics. Why then, per- 
mit it to be asked, this severe restriction 
upon cur small, but absolutely necessary 
commerce with Canada ?

beg leave to remark, that a probiviuon sony 
the commerce of this part of the U. ots 
with Canada, must be of very lite 1 attsot 
quence toecither country, i theis aegre- 
gate capacity, though of infinite magnet” 
to the few inhabitants border wpel se’ 
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waters of Lake Champlain. The loss to 
the British government will scarcely be 
known, not at ail feit ; individuals alone of 
both countries, will be the only sufferers. 


It may be urged, though with more 
pluusibility than correct argument, that the 
embargo ought to be equ ally extensive ; 
that it would not be doing equal justice 
“to permit oie part of the union to have a 
market, of which another part is deprived.” 
Willit be auy alleviation to our eastern 
and southern brethren, groaning under the 
pressure ol this necessary evil, that we are 
also feliow sufferers with them ? Wretch- 
ed indeed must be the consoiation of the 
starving seamen, to see the bankrupt mer- 
chant. who had given them employment, 
pining in prison. Would it be any allevia- 
tion of the distress of one section of the 
giobe, laboring under the calamity of a se- 
vere famine, that another was desolated by 
asweeping pestilence ? Would it adminis- 
ter comfort to one, expiring in the agonies 
of a violent death, that another of his feilow 
mortals was wasting his ‘life by a lingering 
consumption of the vitals? We had suppo- 


sed that when the exigency of governisent - 


required ah embargo, which of necessity 
must produce partial evil, as maby would 
be excinp! from its calamitous eticets, as 
the nature of the case would admit. Why 
should the whole body perish, when by a 
skilful amputation of a single member, it 
might be saved? We wish not to heighten 
the picture, but exhibit itin its true colors. 


Your meworialists are not indifferent 
spectators of the perilous situation of the 
United States—the momentous crisis that 
awaits them; and they flatter themselves 
that they fee} in common with their breth- 
ren throughout the union, a patriotic, a 
Virtuous indignation at the shameless ag- 
grestons made upon the honor and inde- 
pendence of our nation; and pledge them- 
selves that they will not be the last to repel 
her injuries or vindicate her rights. But 
your memorialists are yet to learn, that the 
partial distresses of this small part of the un- 
10ny- necessarily connected with the fate of 
the embargo, can add a mite tothe gener- 
al good; On the contrary, they are deeply, 
seriously impressed with the idea, that they 
will only increase the general calamity. 

Your memorialists, after mature, candid 
and deliberate reflection, cannot repress 
their feelings—cannot remain silent; duty 
to their country, to themselves and families, 
it is hoped, will be an apology, if any apol- 
ozy be necessary, for their p-ainly und -unre- 
servedly making known their complaints 
and their sufferings; relying as well up- 

on the humanity, as the wisdom and justice 
of consi ress, to grant them a patient hearing. 
Lhey look up to C ongress asthe guardians 
of their interest and industry, as weil as their 
atecentence ; wi do most earnestly en- 
trest, even demand asa matter of right, 
that their grievances muy be duly consid- 
‘red, and, li consistent wiih the honer, dig- 
hity, safety and independence of our com- 
mon country, they humbly and respectfully 

olicit, that Uhere may be sucha modilica- 
tion of the act of the 12th of March last, as 
to restore to the inhabitants contiguous to 
the province of Lower Canada, and borter- 
ioc on Lake Champlain, the fill enjoyment 
Glibcty former commercial intercourse with 














the said province ; and as in duty bound, 
will ever pray. 

Resolved, That the selectmen of the 
town of Burlington, sign the above memo- 
rial in behalf of the inhabitants of suid town, 
aad transmit the same to Congress as soon 
as may be.

Extract of a letter from Amsterdam, to a pete 
in Balt?more, dated 234 of March. 1 

«The Council of prizes has received orders to 
suspend. for two months. all decisions respecting 
American ships and property detained. Marshal 
Brune is said té be put im prison at Parts, together 
with some other chief ‘people ; and also Faipoult, 
the prefect of Ghent and Antwerp. Thecause of 
these arrestations is unknown.”

23th, received via Baltimore. 

‘¢We are yettteiained by the Embargo, nor is 
there any prospect of 1ts being soon tasen off 1 
send this by the brig Susanna’ of Baltimore, which 
carries dispatches from our minister in France, aad 
the distressed American seamen.”
